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COTTON QUALITY - UNITED STATES 
1987 CROP 


Upland cotton ginned in the United States from the 1987 crop contained the largest proportion of 
white grades 31 and higher of any crop since 1963, according to the Cotton Division, Agricultural 
Marketing Service, USDA. These grades represented about 27 percent of ginnings. Light Spotted and 
Spotted grades made up a much smaller proportion than the previous season. The average staple 
length was 34.6 thirty-seconds inches, the same as last year, and was the second longest on record. 
Cotton in the mike 35-49 range accounted for 80 percent of ginnings, up from 75 percent the 
previous year. Average mike was 41, the lowest since 1984. Average fiber strength in grams per 
tex was 27.1, the strongest since records were established:in 1980. The 1987 American Pima crop 
was the largest on record, 


Grade. White grades 31 and higher made up 27 percent of upland ginnings from the 1987 crop. This 
was the largest proportion in these grades since 1963 and compares with 24 percent last season and 
19 percent in 1985. Grade 41 was the predominant grade and made up 30 percent of ginnings and 
compares with 18 percent in 1986 and 25 percent in 1985. Grade 31 was the predominant grade in 
1986, accounting for 22 percent of the crop. Grades 41 and higher, at 59 percent, comprised the 
largest percentage of any crop since 1973 and was up from 43 percent last year and 47 percent two 
years ago. All white grades made up 70 percent of the 1987 crop, the largest proportion since 
1977, and compares with 47 percent the previous year and 55 percent in 1985. Light Spotted grades 
made up 25 percent of ginnings, down from 42 percent a year earlier and 43 percent two years ago. 
Spotted grades made up 3 percent this season, compared with 8 percent and 2 percent in 1986 and 
1985, respectively. Below Grade, Tinged and other colored grades made up 2 percent in 1987, 3 
percent in 1986 and about 1 percent in 1985. 


Staple. The average staple length of upland cotton ginned from the 1987 crop was 34.6 
thirty-seconds inches, the same as_ the previous year, and was the second longest average since 
records were established in 1940. Average staple was 34.5 two years ago. Staple 35 has been the 
predominant length for the past three years, accounting for 36 percent of the 1987 crop, 35 percent 
in 1986 and 33 percent in 1985. Staples 31 and shorter made up 3 percent of ginnings, the same as 
last year, and was down from 9 percent in 1985. Staples 32 and 33 accounted for 16 percent of the 
1987 crop and compares with 17 percent a year earlier and 14 percent two years ago. Staples 34 and 
35 made up 55 percent of ginnings which corresponds to the same proportion as the 1986 crop and was 
the largest percentage in these staple lengths since the crop of 1975. Staples 36 and _ longer 
accounted for 27 percent of the 1987 crop against 25 percent last year and 32 percent two years 
ago. 


Mike. The average mike of upland cotton ginned from the 1987 crop was 41, the lowest average since 
1984. Average mike for the two previous years was 42. Cotton with mike 34 and lower, at 17 





|. percent, made up the largest percentage in this range since the crop of 1984, and compares with 16 





percent in 1986 and 10 percent in 1985. Cotton in the mike 35-49 range accounted for 80 percent of 
ginnings, up from 75 percent last year and down from 85 percent two years ago. Cotton with mike 50 
and higher accounted for 4 percent of ginnings. This equals the lowest record established in 1984 
and was down from 9 percent a year earlier and 5 percent two years ago. 


Strength. The average fiber strength of upland cotton ginned from the 1987 crop was 27.1 grams per 
tex. This was the strongest average since records were established in 1980 and compares with 25.9 
a year earlier and 25.4 two years ago. Strengths in the 19 and lower range accounted for less than 
1 percent of ginnings for both 1987 and 1986 crops and about 1 percent in 1985. Cotton with 
strengths of 20 to 23 represented about 8 percent of ginnings, down from 16 percent last year and 
25 percent two years ago. About 51 percent of ginnings had strengths in the 24 to 27 range and 
compares with 55 percent in 1986 and 49 percent in 1985. Strengths in the 28 and higher range, at 
41 percent, made up the largest percentage in this range on record, compared with 29 percent in 
1986 and 25 percent in 1985. 


American Pima cotton ginned from the 1987 crop averaged 3.5 against 3.4 a year earlier. Grades 3 
and higher made up 58 percent of ginnings. Grade 3 was the predominant grade, comprising 48 
percent. The average staple length was 45.6 thirty-seconds inches and compares with 45.2 in 1986. 
Staple 46 was the predominant length and made up 80 percent of ginnings. The average mike was 40, 
the same as last year. 


Ginnings of 1987-crop cotton in the United States totaled 14,358,531 running bales, according to 
the Bureau of the Census. This total includes 14,083,390 bales of upland and 275,141 bales of 
American Pima cotton. The number of active gins for the crop of 1987 was 1,653 compared with 1,662 
for 1986 and 1,774 for 1985.
